DON'T FAIL TO VOTE NEXT TUES.

‘Tuesday, November 4, the voters of Albany will be called 
upon to cast their ballots for or against a bond issue to cover 
construction of new police and fire department headquarters, 
and a new city hall, 

The vital need of the city for these improvements is ad- 
| mitted by all those who have made a careful and unbiased study 
| of the conditions. 

Some time ago the city purchased several pieces of prop- 
erty to augment that presently occupied by the old buildings for 
$43,500, the funds being taken from the city’s capital outlay 
fund built up by budget savings. 

More recently Councilwoman Kathe Zahn was appointed 
by the council to study similar projects recently completed in 
other cities comparable to Albany. She traveled widely 
throughout this area and provided the council with many ex- 
cellent ideas in design and planning. She further directed ar- 
chitectural designing which resulted in plans later unanimously 
approved by the council. 

Then, on August 18, Mrs. Zahn introduced Ordinance No. 
58-027 for the calling of a special municipal election for the 
purpose of submitting to the city’s voters, a measure “Of In- 
curring A Bonded Indebtedness — For the Acquisition, Con- 
struction and Completion —.Comprising a City Hall, A Police 
Station Building and A Fire Station Buildng and Constituting 


By The Planning and Zoning Commission And By The Coun- 
cil Of The City Of Albany —.” On motion of Mrs. Zahn the

order to be present and give the measure the required four- 
fifths vote: The following week the measure again passed (‘l'o 
second reading and publication) 4 to 0, with Mayor Howell 
absent. 

The passage of this measure on the November 4 ballot is 
necessary if the future progress of the city is to be maintained. 
The buildings are vitally needed by the various departments. 
The need is here and now. The cost is low. It is up to you, the 
voter, to remedy this situation and bring your city up to present 
day standards.
